NOT BLUFFING. 
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GEN. BOULANGER’S TERMS NOT ACCEPT- 
ABLE TO EX-PREMIER FERRY. 


The General Determined on a Bloody En- 
counter—Withdrawal of the Latter’s 
Seconds—The Pali Mall Gazette’s Tribute 
to Editor Katkoffi—A Check to the Lib- 
eral Election Success—Honors to Hon. 
Patrick A. Collins of Boston—Trevelyan’s 
Appeal—Bubear and Gaudaur—The Egyp- 
tian Muddle—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

LonponN, August 2.—The following opinion 
of Anatole de La Forge regarding the Bou- 
langer-Ferry duel, absurd as it reads, is tele- 
graphed to-day as truly descriptive of the 
best French feeling: In showing quick re- 
sentment Boulanger has saved the honor 
of his epaulettes. If he had not done 
so, all the lawyers would try to make 
their way in politics by insulting him. The 
Germans then would have every right to 
despise our officers. Every time I have been 
asked to be a second, Ihave tried to prevent 
the duel, but if Boulanger now came to me 
I should say to him: ‘This meeting must be 
serious; there must be no mere firing of 
shots for form’s sake, no superticial 
faking witha sword. The duel must goon 
until one of the principals is badly wounded 
and really unable to use his weapon. If not, 
the whole French army will be diégraced.’ 
But my mind iseasyon this score. If Ferry 
refuses to fightthe only course that remains 
to Boulanger will be to spit in his face.

PARIS’ REIGNING SENSATION. 


The Impending Encouster Between Gen. 
Boulanger and M. Ferry. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Pants, August 2.— There is nothing else to talk 
about in the cafes but the impending encoun- 
ter between M. Ferry and Gen. Boulanger. 
The latter bas certainly made a sensation by 
the challenge. His photographs are greatly 
in demand, and tne people are whistling ‘‘En 
Revenant de la Revue.’’ Gen. Boulanger has 
telegraphed to his seconds to insist upon M. 
Ferry making an immediate apology for his 
references to the General in his speech at 
Epinal, and, in the event of a refusal, to con- 
tinue the preparations for a duel. M. Ferry 
has finally chosen MM. Proust and Raynal as 
his seconds. Both sides were to meet at M. 
Proust’s residence last night to decide on the 
conditions of the duel. 

LAUR AND DE CASSAGNAC. 

Isaw Gen. Boulanger’s friend Deputy Laur 
yesterday. La France, his paper, occupies 
very handsome rooms in the Rue Montmarte. 
M. Rochefort has an office in the same buliding 
and his paper is published from the same press. 
M. Laur is asmall, thin man with active eyes, 
but extremely nervous, His face is pale, and 
astraggiing black beard gives him a rather wild 
appearance. M.de Cassagnac, the hero of so 
many duels, is the very reverse of his puny ad- 
versary andisa perfect giant in size. Mr. 
Laursaid: ‘‘I have been misunderstood as to 
the eighty-four Generals. I said that these men 
told Gen. Boulanger that they were ready, but 
their names were given to him as a proof of 
their confidence. The deputies of the Extreme 
Right were the men who made the mistake. It 
is they who urged a coup d’ etat. 
Idon’t feel that I should give the names of 
these gentlemen, and I don’t intend to do so. 
Indeed, I don’t remember them all. We have 
established the fact that the proposition was 
made; thatis sufficient. I know that Gen. 
Boulanger has many friends in the United 
States. I think he is the most prominent man 
in France to-day. The duel with Ferry will 
come off. I have no doubt on that subject. 
The seconds were sentto Ferry to-day, and I 
think the encounter will take place within a 
short time. I am ready to meet M. de Cas- 
sagnac any time.’’ 

M. de Cassagnac, it will be remembered, 
taxed Deputy Laur with being a scoundrel 
and a liar for making the above assertion 
about French officers, and now refuses to 
grant him any satisfaction for the insult. 


A DUEL INEVITABLE. 
Paris, August 2.—The seconds of ex-Premier 
Ferry and those of Gen. Boulanger have de- 
cided that a duel was necessary. 


RESULT OF THE CONFERENCE. 

Gen. Boulanger’s seconds publish a report 
of what they say transpired atthe conference 
between them and the seconds of M. Ferry. 
This report is in substance as fol- 
lows: Gen. Boulanger desired a serious 
reparation, one properly propor- 
tioned to the gravity of M. Ferry’s 
affront. On this account he proposed that the 
combatants exchange shots until one was hit, 
the choice of the distance to be left to the sec- 
onds of M. Ferry. These conditions not being 
accepted, Gen. Boulanger’s seconds agreed to 
be content with an exchange of shots between 
the principals at twenty paces, without any 
word of command. Considering this pro- 
posal to embody the extreme 
limit of Gen. Boulanger’s formal 
instructions, his seconds did not 
feel authorized to make any further proposi- 
tion. M. Ferry’s seconds would only accept a 
duel at twenty-five paces, with a single ex- 
change of shots, the fire to be opened at a 
word of command. Thereupon, as the offended 
party has the right to dictate the conditions of 
a duel, without being obliged to submit to 
terms dictated by his adversary’s seconds, 
Gen. Boulanger’s seconds withdrew from the 
affair.

The Two Firm Friends—A Check to Liberal

KATKOFF. 


The Pall Mall Gazette's Tribute to the Great 
Russian Editor. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, August 2.—As the Pall Mall Gazette 
is thé only English paper advocating a Russian 
alliance, and as its editor is the most intimate 
man in England with official and unofficial 
Russians, it is interesting to sec what he says 
to-day about Katkofl: The only journalist in 
the world with whom we would have 
cared to change places died yesterday. 
Not that we would prefer to edit the Moscow 
Gazette rather than the Pali Mall Gazette, but 
there is no other paper published at the center 
ofaffairs, which even approximates to our 
ideal, save that which, for a quarter ofa cen- 
tury, has been known to Europe as the organ 
of Katkoff. His very existence has been con 
crete. He was the spokesman of Russia,the in 
carnatg@ embodiment of all that Russia most 
admires, the organ of their most distinctively 
national ideas. These 60,000,000 of Russians 
proper we do not know any more than we 
can know the myriads of horses of their 
„ or the bears of their immense 
fo We can only judge of them 
by their typical man, the person who, stand- 
ing high in their midst, they yet recognized as 
being in all respect,except in prominence,one 
of themselves; flesh of their flesh, bone of 
their bone; the incarnation of the ideas, be- 
liets, prejudices, passions, fears and aspira- 
tions, which animate common people. Katkoff 
was such a man. In him we see the microcosm 
of Russia, not, perhaps, as it actually is, but 
as it tends to be.’’ 


The Egyptian Muddle. 


FRANCE’S CIRCULAR. 

PARIS, August 2.— M. Flourens, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, has sent acircular to foreign 
agents regarding the Egyptian convention. 
He says that after the rejection uf the conven- 
tion there was a noticeable spirit of concilia- 
tion manifested by England. The conven- 
tion’s two bad points were: First, the aban- 
donment of part of the Sultan’s suzerainty to 
a Christian power; second, the absence of a 
specified date for the evacuation of Egypt 
by the British. He believes thatif negotia- 
tions are renewed it will be easy to arrive ata 
useful result by avoiding those difficulties. 
He concludes by expressing the hope that 
Lord Salisbury will not deceive himself regard- 
ing French sentiments on this subject. There 
is nothing, hostile, he says, in his policy. 
France continues to desire a settlement ac- 
cording to the wishes of all the Powers.

PREMIER DEPRETIS’ OBSECQUTES. 

ROME, August 2.—The members of the Cabi- 
net, after attending the obsequies of the late 
Premier Depretis at Stradelia, will go to Mon- 
za to confer with the King. The members of 
the Municipal Council of Rome will attend the 
funeralinabody. They have decided to place 
a bust of M. Depretis in the Capitol, to grant 
$20,000 for a public monument to him and to 
name &@ Street in his honor.

RUSSIAN POLAND. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, August 2.—A blue book on 
the land proprietorship of Russian Poland has 
just been issued. It shows that of the foreign- 
ers holding land in Poland 3,000 are Austrians 
and 29,870 are Prussians. One thousand of the 
Prussians are large land-owners, and 550 are 
manufacturers.

TOBACCO CROP. 


Reasons for the Shortage This Year and 
Prospects for 1888. 


„»The shortage in the tobacco crop this 
year,’’ said a gentleman interested in the leaf 
tobacco trade to-day, ‘‘is attributable to two 
causes. In the first place, I suppose the 
drouth is responsible for part of it; in the sec- 
ond, there has been such an over-production 


for two seasons past farmers have found it 
a to plant something in place of to- 

acco. Two years ago the price of tobacco 
began to decline and it ran down 1 
until it reached 6 cents and 7 cents a pound. 
This was a ridiculously low figure and 
below the cost of production. it was 
as bad for the manufacturer as 
it was for the producer. When tobacco 
is — at a g price the planter is careful 
to keep It in good condition for the market. 
When the price is low he hurries it into the 
market just as fast as be can, and it arrives 
there usually in anything but the best condi- 
tion. This year the tobacco acreage was very 
much reduced and the crop will be short. 
This fact became evident two months ago, and 
the price of tobacco wentup. When the price 
ot tobacco is at low water mark or below the 
cost of production, itisa good time to buy. 
Some of the leaf tobacco men of Cincinnati and 
Louisville recognized this fact, I guess, and 
they are now working the market to their ad- 
vantage. The market is undoubtedly too bigh. 
Next year there will be a better acreage than 
there was this season. It is either a feast ora 
famine in tobacco.

THE CHICAGO BOODLER GOING FROM TOWN 
TO TOWN IN CANADA. 


His Brief Stop at Wyoming, Ontario—Chat- 
ting Freely With strangers—A Hasty 
Departure—Dodging Officers of the Law 
—McGarigle Hires a Lawyer—Dr. St.John 
Released on Bail. 


CHICAGO, III., August 2.—Dr. St. John, who 
Was unable to secure satisfactory bondsmen 
yesterday, filed a petition for habeas corpus in 
the Circuit Court late in the afternoon. Judge 
Tuley issued the writ making it returnable 
forthwith. The petition sets out that the charge 
of conspiracy, on which the doctor was ar- 
rested ,is merely a misdemeanor and only pun- 
ishable by a fine not to exceed $500 or impris- 
onment of not more than one year in the 
County jail. He waived examination before 
Justice White, who ordered that the petitioner 
be held in the sum of $20,000 for his appear- 
ance to the Criminal Court. On his offering a 
bond with D. B. Fisk and others it was refused 
and the justice issued a mittimus and St. Jonn 
was delivered into the custody of the Sheriff. 
He claimed that the bail was excessive and 
that he was entitled to have a reasonable and 
proper bail fixed by the court. 

State’s- Attorney Grinnell said that it was cus- 
tomary to have two bondsmen, but thatin 
this case he had no objection to accepting Mr. 
Fisk alone. Judge Tuley decided to release 
the doctor in the $20,000 bail, with Mr. Fisk as 
security, until 2 o’clock this afternoon, when 
the question of the excess of bail could be 
argued. 


McGarigle Cheerful. 


WYOMING, Ontario. August 2.—McGarigle, 
the ‘‘boodler,’’ arrived in Wyoming at 1 
o’clock Monday morning, baving been driven 
over from Sarnia, sixteen miles distant, by a 
livery-stable keeper from that place. They 
stopped at the Central Hotel here, kept by 
Jacob Rogers, and ordered lodgings and 
breakfast, but MoGarigle did not register or 
make his identity known. The landlord sus- 
pected by the actions of his guest that 
he was trying to evade justice, and on making 
inquiries of the person who drove him here, 
learned of his identity. He retired at 1:30 and 
slept til 6 a. m., when he took breakfast, ten- 
dered the landlord a Slo American bank note, 
from which to deduct his bill. The landlord 
expressed his doubts as to its 
being genuine, when McGarigle jocularly 
remarked that it was such as those that 
the grand institutions of the United States 
were founded upon. He then went to the rail- 
way station, purchased a ticket for London 
and boarded the 6:30 a. m. train for that city. 
He made no effort to hide his identity, and 
was recognized by both the conductor and 
brakeman of the train by his resemblance toa 
picture of him they had seen. He stated 
to a party with whom he was con- 


versing that it was his intention to 
return to Chicago as soon as the affair 
was settled. Heappeared inno way reticent 


about talking over the matter, and did not 
seem to have any desire to conceal himself 
from the publiceye. He still wears the same 
clothes and wears his whiskers and mustache 
in the sane sirxpeas when he left Chicago. —

Loxpox, Ontario, August 2.—The closest in- 
quiry fails to verify the report that McGarigle 
is in London, and the general opinion is that 
he wlil not come to this city asthe local author- 
ities seem determined to arrest him if found. 
It is reported on good authority that while he 
took a train for London he got off at Strath- 
roy, a small town about twenty miles west 
from London, where he was to remain over 
night, leaving there early this morning for 
Toronto or some other eastern point. 

CAUGHT THE EXPRESS. 

This afternoon it is stated that McGarigle 
arrived at Ingersoll, east of London, in time 
to catch the Atlantic express, which passes 
that point going east at 12:5 p.m. He is 
supposed to have passed around London from 
Strathroy.

SARNIA, August 2.—It is asserted that the 
party which met McGarigle when he 
landed in Canada was composed of 
three persons, answering the description 
of Dr. Horsey, Lawyer Wright and Saloon- 
keeper Maloney, all of Chicago. According to 
these reports Horsey and Wright, after leav- 
ing McGarigle, went to St. Clair, where they 
dined at the same table with F. D. Armour, and 
were on familiar terms with the millionaire 
packer.

They are 
all carried to sub-stations and from there sent. 
The system is so complete for the collection 
and carrying out of letters that you e send 


London and receive a reply by mail about as 
quickly as you could send and receive an 
answer by telegraph. Bythis I mean a mes- 
sage sent through the ordinary telegraph 
working system. The telegraph service as 
conducted by the Post-office does not com- 
pare for one moment with the rapid mail 
service. The Post-office does an express busi- 
ness throughout the United Kingdom. Tue 
service is called the 
‘*PARCELS rosr.““ 

It corresponds to our express service. By 
this post very bulky articles are carried at a 
very low rate. I came into personal contact 
with the ironclad rules of the British postal 
system the other day, when I sought to recover 
a letter which had been mailed through mis- 
take. It was not an important matter, but in 
the United States I never had any trouble in 
getting back a letter from the postal authori- 
ties. I went to a pillar post or letter-box 
where a postman would arrive ten minutes 
after the letter had deen putintoit. I ex- 


plained the matter to a policeman close 
by and he said there would be no 
trouble in getting my letter. I 


had the address of the letter and, as the 
envelope had a monogram on its back, there 


was no 8 of any mistake in identify- 
ing it. In a few moments the postman ar- 
rived. He was dressed in a blue soldier's uni- 
form. He wore a French a cap, Over 
his shoulder he carried a long, loose hempen 
bag. There was no lock or string to fasten the 
mouth ofthe bag. When the postman had 
emptied the box, Iexplained whatI wished. 
He was frightened by my asking for a letter 
and twisted up the bag at once saying he could 
not even consider such a proposition, but ifl 
wisbed, I could go with him to the station and 
submit the matter there to the official in 


charge. I] walked along with him. At the 
station another official in blue unt 
form referred me to the Inspect- 
or. He sad nothing could be done, 


A letter once posted was the property of tie 
addressee and the Postimaster-General was re- 
sponsible for the same until it was delivered. 
He asked me to read the rule. I did g@o and

This fact was also attested by the a of 
the several pieces or furniture and the various 
Ornaments in the room. I felt no particular 
uneasiness, as I was somewhat accustomed to 
these disturbances. This one, I think, lasted 
about or nearly a minute. After I again re- 
tired I lay awake some time, but felt no other 
effects of the shock nor noticed a recurrence 
of the phenomena, and that is about all I know 
of last night’s affair. 

The most violent earthquake that ever 
struck this city occurred about twenty-six or 
twenty-seven years ago, soon after I came 
here. The shock was very violent and I was 
nearly shaken out of bed. There were three 
distinct shocks upon that occasion, the first 
being the most violent and the others gradu- 
ally dwindling down until they became im- 
perceptibie. 

As to the cause of earthquakes, the differ- 
ent kinds and their character I am not suffi- 
} clently posted from a scientific standpoint to 
speak with authority, but speaking in a gen- 
eral way I believe the latest theory of the 
cause of a eneral earthquake is that 
the mineral substances in the ng A of the 
earth beingina molten, and often in a gas- 
eous state, the weight of the movable power 


is often transferred by the motion of 
the earth and the accumulation and 
amalgamation of the different gases. The 


rolling or moving of this great body of min- 
eral, and the effort of the gases to escape from 
the bowels of the earth is what causes the dis- 
turbances on its surface and then the shock is 
felt generally.

In Mercer 
County Phil B. Thompson, Sr., is defeated 
for the Legislature by D. J. Curry, Republican- 
Prohibitionist, by 200 majority. The vote for 
Fox, Prohibitionist, for Governor, in the 
county willbe 400.

MAKING THE BRIDGE & TUNNEL TERMINAL 
BILL A LAW. 


some of the Weak Points in a Measure 
Granting a Very Valuable Franchise for 
Nothing—The Acting Mayor Explains 
His Official Position and His Reasons for 
Affixing His Signature to the Bill—His 
Railroad Policy—Will the Bill Bring a 
New Union Depot? 


Late yesterday afternoon President George 
W. Allen of the Council, whose arrival at the 
City Hall yesterday morning, apparently sur- 
prised the officials, signed the Bridge & Tun- 
nel terminal bill. Now that this measure has 
become a law, and is beyond help, the advo- 
cates of the bill admit that it is 
the most favorable bill any corpora- 
tion has succeeded in getting through the 
Municipal Assembly. It has been charged 
that the Bridge & Tunnel Company and the 
Merchant’s Bridge Company entered into a 
league to obtain the two most valuable fran- 
chises granted in this city for many years. 
The merchant’s bill passed backed by the 
public opinion, but not without resorting to 
disreputable methods, notwithstanding the 
indignant denials of the honorable gentlemen. 


The Bridge & Tunnel bil was 
then presented, and none of the bos- 
tility that marked the course of 


the two bills in the previous Assembly was to 
be seen during the present session. These 
facts gave the grounds for the belief thatthere 
was collusion. The Bridge & Tunnel Com- 
pany has had things all its own way in the 
Municipal Assembly. Every amendment of- 
fered was killed. The presentation of this 
bill was the opportunity of the city to make 
terms for ite commerce with the Gould 
bridge. The bridge itself is beyond muni- 
cipal control, but the city had the right to 


insert conditions in the terminal bill which 
would bring aboutthe same end.* This Mr. 
Nelson attempted todo inthe Council by es- 
tablishing ea maximum tariff. The advocates 
of the bill then called Councilmen Ganabl, 
Duross and Cole of the lumber interests to 
bear testimony that the company had already 
voluntarily made the rate asked. Mr. Nelson 
then said there could be no objection against 
the city protecting itself by making this vol- 
untary offer permanent. 
WITH VERY LITTLE CREDIT 
to themseives Messrs. Duross, Ganahl and 
Cole voted down the proposed amendment 
leaving the fixing of rates to the pleasure and 
merey of the Bridge Company. A corres- 
pondent of the POST-DISPATCH last evening 
presented the bill in a new light. He claims 
that sections 3and 9 of the bill, which appar- 
ently give other companies the right to use 
the extension, are simply blinds. The bill, 
according to his views, do not give a new 
entrance tothe Union Depot. Section 2 au- 
thorizes the Bridge & Tunnel Company to run 
over three miles of Wabash track from 
Cabanne avenue to the crossing of the Olive 
street road.

WEST STILL AT LARGE, 


The Murderous Preacher Not Yet Caught— 
The Coroner’s Inquest. 


To-morrow afternoon at 8 o’clock Coroner 
Frazer will commence the inquest on the body 
of Susie Beck, the victim of Rev. W 
Thomas Abbott West of Chesterton, Ind. A 
telegram was sent yesterday to John C. Coul- 
ter of the latter place, who was here last week 
and identified the body. The dispatch asked 
him if he would come here and testify at the 
inquest to-morrow and he replied that he 
would. A message was also received by 


Chief-of-Police Huebler from Whitestown, 
Ind., late yesterday afternoon, 9 that a 
man answering West’s description had passed 
through that place last Friday. If it was West, 
this would indicate that he was traveling 
southward in the direction of Indianapolis. 


It is anticipated that in a day or two telegrams 
will be received from various —— the 
country reporting that the much-sought-for 
clergyman is at these different places. This is 


the experience of the police in every im- 
portant case, and all these clews have to be 
exploded. 

REPORT. 


The most important feature of the case de- 
veloped yesterday, however, was the receipt 
by the Coroner last evening of the full report 
of Prof. Carl Luedeking, who made the chem- 
ical analysis of the woman’s liver and stomach. 
He states that he was handed the stomach 
ligatured at both openings, a portion of the 
liver weighing fi odd grammes, and the 
heart open for post-mortem inspection. The 
samples were handed him in a sealed glass jar 
by Dr. Blickhahn, and his instructions were to 
examine them for arsenic. All the parts were in 
an advanced stage of decomposition. Before 
commencing the examination all re-agents 
used in it were rigorously tested and found 
to be free from arsenic. Prof. Luedeking, 
describing the tests, says the entire liver was 
finely minced, placed in a German rcelain 
dish and heated by the Chittenden and Donald - 
son method, a modification of the method of 
Gautier. He added 12 cc of pure concentrated 
nitric acid and heated the mixture to 150—160 
deg. centigrade, stirring it occasionally. In 
an hour and a halt the mass had assumed a 
deep yellow color and the heat was removed, 
2cc of pure concentrated sulphuric acid 
added and the mixture vigorously stirr 
The solution became brown an emit 
volumes of nitrious oxide gas, followed 
by dense white fumes of a suffocat- 
ing odor. Tbis stopped, the 
looked like tar. It was heated to 180 deg 
tigrade and (4c of pure concentrated nitric 
acid added drop by drop with constant stir- 
ring. The heat was increased to 200 deg cen- 
tigrade for fifteen minutes and then allowed to 
cool. The hard carbonaceous residue was 

owdered and extracted by boiling with water. 

he arsenic was then present as arsenious 
acid, ind a test was made with the Marsh ap- 
paratus. Every indication ofthe presence of 
arsenic was found. Prof. Luedeking estimates 
that the amount of arsenic in the liver was 225 
mg equal to 3.47 grammes of metallic arsenic, 
or about 4.5 grains of white arsenic which is 
many times greater than the usual maximum 
inedicinal dose. 

Prof. Luedeking then made a test of the 
stomach. All confirmatory tests made with 
the liver were gone through with, and the 
presence of arsenic in the form of arsenlous 
acid, or white arsenic, was clearly proven. As 
the poison must — — 1 have been in all 
the organs, no further tests were made, the 
heart not being ezamined at all.

Dullness of the Amusement Circles of Paris 
—Mme. Leonide Leblanc’s Strange Ex- 
perience—The Close of the London Opera 
Season Causes a Flight of Warblers—Chat 
About American Singers in Europe— 
Their Success and Expectations—Paris- 
ian Gossip.

Pants, July 22.—The most extraordinary feat- 
ure of the present season is the blight that 
has fallen upon the theaters at Paris. For 
the first time in the memory of man there is 
but one theater open besides the Grand Opera, 
but ss that latter institution only gives three 
representations a week, the drama-loving 
public is reduced to patronizing the Menus 
Plaisers, where that well-ripened chestnut, 
Josephine Sold by Her Sisters, is now being 
given. For this odd condition of things thea- 
trical, the burning of the Opera Comique is 
directly responsible. That awful catastrophe 
so alarmed the public that people gave up go- 
ing tothe theater altogether, being largely 
aided in keeping their resolution by the warm 
weather which has prevailed for a month 
past. The Comedie Francaise has been closed 
to undergo the series of alterations dictated 
by the Committee on Theaters, and as that, 
being a Government theater, was always open 
allthe year round, its closing has deprived 
the summer theater-goers of Paris of a very 
favorite place of resort. 

MLLE. LEONIDE LEBLANC. 

Just before it was closed, a very curious 
theatrical incident found a termination in the 
resignation from the company of an elderly, 
but recently engaged actress, Mile. Leonide 
Leblanc. This lady,though on the list and the 
pay rolls of the troupe for a year past, had 
never been permitted to appear. She is an act- 
ress of considerable merit, has played lead- 
ing parts in nearly all the prominent theaters 
of Paris including the Odeon (which ranks 
next to the Comedie Francaise), and was at 
one time as celebrated for her beauty as for her 
talent. She is said to be the daughter of one 
of the elder Princes of the Orleans family, and 


her fine features, aquiline nose and stately 
presence certainly recall similar details in the 
portraits of the Bourbon Princesses. She 
played Madame en yy In the ‘‘Joseph 
Balsamo’’ of Alexander Dumas some years 
ago at the Odeon, and her beauty and her 
magnificent toilettes were entirely suited to 
the character of that fairest favorite of Louis 
XV. Sheis the audacious personage who, at 
the supper given by the editors and proprietor 
of the Figaro to the Prince of Wales during 
the last exhibition yeur, electrified the assem- 
bly by rising and proposing ‘‘the health of the 
virtuous Queen of England.’’ Her Majesty 
would be unable to return the compliment in 
similar terms, as Mile. Leblanc is considered 
as rather too fasteven in tolerant Paris. She 
is over 50 years of age now and has been try- 
ing to get into the Comedie Francaise 
for long years past. A4 twelvemonth 
ago she achieved her purpose through 
an Influence.

But a 
ey of ministry took place before the cov- 
eted distinction was bestowed on M. X—, the 
personage in question, and when his claims 
were urged upon the succeeding Cabinet the 
reply was: Never. That is the man that 
had Leonide Leblanc en ed at the Theater 
Francaise! M. Claretie, the director of that 
theater, though compelled to engage the lady, 
entrenched himeelf in a masteriy inactivity 
respecting her performances, The Influence 
might make him engage her but could not 
compel him to have her act. So time went on 
—the whole company of the theater rose up in 
arms against their new comrade (as indeed 
they are fond of doing against other new- 
eomers with less show of reason), and her 
debut was indefinitely postponed. Finally 
she tell ili, from sheer vexation and worri- 
ment of mind, it is said, and in this condition 
she tendered her resignation, which was joy- 
fully accepted. *

The closing of the various Italian operas in 
London for the season has set free a whole 
flock of singing birds, who will soon wend 
their way to the Continent.

Her little daughter, baby 
Mignon, now nearly a year old, is a very 
model ofan infant; plump, rosy and blue- 
eyed, never crying, and always full of life and 
glee, delighting in society and in being 
handed around and kissed frenziedly by 
Madame Nevada’s numerous friends. Dr. and 
Madame Palmer have given a series of fort- 
nightly afternoon receptions during the 
season, which have been numerously and 
brilliantly attended, and at which the best 
musical talent in London, including that of 
the hostess, was alwaysto be enjoyed. The At 
Homes of the Chevalier de Hesse-Wartegg and 
Madame Minnie Hauk de Wartegg were also 
immensely pular. The will soon leave 
London for Switzerland. o most successful 
debutante of the season has been Miss Amelia 
Groll of Cincinnati, who was originally 
brought out in English opera by Carl Rosa. 
At the close of the English opera season she 
was at once engaged by Augustus Harris for 
his Italian Opera Company at Drury Lane. 
She sang at that theater in Don Giovanni’’

A CLOSE ALLIANCE,

This not only defeated me, but pre- 
vented the concentration of the Ohio delega- 
tion in favor of Mr. Blaine on the night befo 
the last day of the convention, when he gai 
he hoped the Ohio delegation would 
unite upon me, and, if so, my nom 
ination would follow as a matter of 
course: but so much feeling had been caused 
by the division that it was found impossible 
and was only reconciled by the nomination of 
Gen. Garfield. It may be that the State divis- 
lon will produce the like result in the ap- 
roaching canvass. I certainly have no ob- 
fection to the nomination of Mr. Biaine, and if 
e is nominated I will do what I did in 18%4—do 
all I can to secure his election. He is more in- 
ured than benefited <a the activity of his 
riends in making divisions in Republican 
States. 
By some it is considered that the special 
significance of this letter is the fact that it in- 
dicates no change whatever in tbe fair rivalry 
and cordial relationship which have long exist- 
ed between Sherman and Blaine. It is said to 
mean that John Sherman will get the Repubii- 
can nomination for President next year if he 
can, and if he cannot he will be glad to see it 
fall to James G. Blaine, and that it the honor 
should fall on Sherman, it may be taken for 
ranted thatthe Ohio statesman will have the 
earty support of Blaine of Maine.

KATHOLIE ENTAGE, 


A Convention of German-American Catheo- 
lics at Chicage, September 6. 


CHICAGO, III., August 2.—An invitation has 
been issued to all the German-American Cath- 
olics to meet at Chicago, September 6. There 
was a meeting of about forty Catholic priests 
held in this city afew weeks ago, at which it 
was decided to issue the call for the conven- 
tion, and Rector William Tappert of Coving- 
ton, Ky., Fred Arendes of St. Louis and WIIl- 
lam Casper of Milwaukee were authorized to 


issue it. These national Catholic conventions 
(Katholiken ©) are an old custom in Germany 
but the one held next September will be the 
first one inthe United States. The objects of 
the convention will be, it is said, a considera- 
tion of the differences existing between the 
German and Irish Catholics. It has often 
been the complaint of German Catbolics in 
this coun that they are neglected, or even 
intentionally. sligh , by the highest digni- 
taries of the Church. Complaint has been 
made at Rome, and the Propaganda has re- 
cently decided that German Catholics in 
the United States must be treated as 
equal to the Irish. The objectof the conven- 
tion Is to demonstrate the strength of the 
German Catholics and take steps to secure 
recognition. It is claimed that there are 
about 2,000,000 German Catholics in the United 
States. In respect to the cultivation of the 
German languages in the schools and the 
Charch, the convention will not advance 
any new demand. It is also intended 
that the convention shall take some position 
with reference to the labor problem, to en- 
courage respectable organizations of | rers, 
and keep them from dangerous influences.

MICHAEL N. KATKOFF. 


DEATH OF THE DISTINGUISHED AND N- 
FLUENTIAL RUSSIAN JOUBNALIST. 


The Real! F mperor of the Moscovite Em- 
pire—An Editor Who Possessed a Wonder- 
ful Influence Over the Czar in Matters of 
State—Ruling a Great Empire by the Pen 
—How Katkoff Changed the Whole Social 
System by Means of His Great Newspaper 
—Career ef the Deceased Editor. 


The cable dispatches this morning announce 
the death of M. Katkoff, the editor of the 
Moscow Gazette, who wielded a great in- 
fluence in the political affairs of Russia. 
THE DECEASED EDITOR. 

There were two Ozars in the Russian Em- 
pire, the one, Alexander III., of the house of 
Romanoff, and the 
other, Michael Niki- 
forovitch Katkoff, ed- 
itor of the Moscow 
Gazette. The first is 
ruler in name, the 
second was ruler in 
fact. A remarkable 
personage was this 
veteran journalist, 
who stood at the 
head of the most re- 


grade organ of opin- 
ion in the world. Like 
all men of earnest 
conviction, he was thoroughly aggressive in 
his methods and possessed the power to mold 
the will of others in accordance with his 
own. One of the first victims to fall beneath 
the sway of his sophistry was the present 
Emperor while heir apparent, and the in- 
fluence secured at that early period never 
diminished. Katkoff laughed at imperial 
ministers and press censors when his bold 
language aroused their ire. One might almost 
say that he laughed at the Ozer himself, so 
conscious was he of ultimate triumph. The 


secret of his power lay in the fact that he had 
thoroughly won the Uzar over to his way ol 
thinking as to the ends to be attained. Se- 
rious imperial disfavor could therefore never 
result from the means he employed. Thus 
Katkoff knew the Ozar hated Germany, and 80 
he lost no occasion to ‘‘pitch into’’ that 
country, even to the extent of endangering 
Russia's gelations with her 
B AMID WEALTH AND LUXURY. 

wien AID Wea Katkoff was born in 
the ancient city of Moscow in 1820 of noble and 
wealthy parents, and was brought up in the 
luxury pepullar to rich Russian households. 
Atthe age of eightecn, after having passed 
with honors at the Moscow University, he was 
sent abroad to complete his studies and went 
through several courses ofthe universities of 
Koenigsberg and Berlin. In the last-named 
city he was a pupil of the celebrated pbiluso- 
pher Seen and upon returning to Moscow 
was appointed professor of philosophy at the 
university. The young man at this period 
was. shorou hly imbued with the 
rogressive deus current throughout 
rermany and — found expression in his 
teachings. When it is said that this occurred 
during the reign of the Czar Nicholas, when 
one liberal thought almost sufficed to send a 
man over the Ural Mountains, the boldness of 
the youthful professor will be thoroughly ap- 
preciated. Still, it would be exaggeration to 
say that Katkoff's tendencies were revolation- 
ary in the ordinary sense of the word. In com- 
mon with many of his colleagues at the unt. 
versity he advocated a gradual and peacetul 
change in the system of government, a change 
to be initiated from on high, not from beiow, 
and culminating in aform of constitutionalism 
similar to that enjoyed by the British people. 

WHY KATKOFFF TOOK UP JOURNALISM. 

The realization of such ideas under a poten- 
tate like Nicholas could only be a chimera at 
its best. When the Czar learned of these en- 
croachments of Western civilization in the 

ublic colleges he ordered a general over- 
— of the corps of professors and a return 
to the old narrow-minded system of school 
ing. Katkoff lost his place, and after afew 
years of enforced idleness adopted journalism 
as his profession. In 1856 he founded the Russ- 
ki Viestnik (Russian Messenger), and in as 
guarded a manner as possible gave expression 
to hig pet theories. On the other hand, he de- 
ciared open war on the Russian Social-Revolu- 
tionary party, whose leaders, Michael Bakunin 
and Alexander Herzen, were intriguing against 
the Russian Government in Geneva and Lon- 
don. This anti-Socialistic campaign earned 
for Katkoff the Emperor’s approval and se- 
cured for him the much needed immunity as 
re s his libera) propaganda. 
1861, Katkoff took charge of the now 
world-renowned Moaskovski Viedomosti (Mos- 
cow Gazette), which he has stuck to ever 
since, and here an entirely new phase in his 
life commences. With the growth of Govern- 
ment patronage it began to be noticed that the 
editor's advocacy of liberalism was becoming 
lukewarm. His aspirations seemed to be 
turnitig in an entirely different direction. 
From a friend of ‘‘Westernism’’ he was grow- 
ing to be its worst enemy, and was now cham- 
oy | ‘*Pan-Siavism’’ or the unification of 
all the Siav elements of Europe into one great 


Empire. 
HIS PART IN THE POLISH REVOLT. 
The Polish and Lithuanian troubies of 1863-4 
fed fuel tothe flame. Katkoff demanded an 
energetic suppression of the revolt, and 
caused the Government to send Gen. Muraireff 
to Wilna with a large force. The late Czar had 
already begun to feel the man’s great infiu- 
ence overthe Russian ple, or rather the 
ignorant and barbarous portion of them, and 
dared not oppose him. oland was crushed 
down with aa iron heel, and Katkoff wrote 
long editorials expressive of glee that ‘‘order 
should again reign in Warsaw. 
At the close of the Polish insurrection Kat- 
koff turned his attention tothe public school 
system. He was now a confirmed reactionary 
and, with the zeal of all renegades, sought to 
undo the work be had bimseif helped to com- 
mence. Theseed of liberalism he had sown 
so many years before, which, after the Czar 
Nicholas’ death, bad taken root under his 
more tolerant son, was now to be thoroughly 
eradicated, the so-called classic-humanitarian 
system of schooling to be supplanted by the 
strictly classical and military pedagogism. 
HIS INFLUENCE FELT IN THE 8CHOOLS. 
ainst the liberal system of ed- 
ucation was ably seconded by Prof. 
Leonteff, of the Moscow University. Their 
efforts were unavailing at the start, the Minis- 
ter of Public Instruction, Golovnin, beinga 
man of broad-minded views and opposed to 
any return to the old order of things. Disap- 
pointed, thetwain started a private school of 
their own in Moscow, which still exists under 
the name of the Nicolai Alexandrevitch Insti- 
tut. Here they carried outtheir system so 
esc ty mat that in 1866the new Minister of 
Public Instruction, Count Tolstoi, decided to 
model all educational establishments in ac- 
cordance with their theories, and to this day 
tkoff’s spirit rules the youth of Russia 
Great as was 's influence in Russia 
under the late Czar, it increased tenfold since

A and Melutin—Melikoff because he 
used more diplomacy than severity in his deal- 
ings with the Nihilists. In his views on Rus 
sia’s foreign relations Katkoff exhibited as 
much fickieness as on social and educational 
questions. Once in favor of the triple ailli- 
ance, he afterward turned against rmany

The Rev. Mr. Millen is a well-built, pleasant- 
faced divine. He appears frank, and hasa 
countenance expressive of happiness. In the 
pulpit is live and speaks with a vigor that be- 
tokens interest in his work and his people. 
He has a mind of his own, and does not hesi- 
tate to fight for his convictions. His opponent, 
Mr. . is slenderly built, and is as 
courageous in his opinions as his pastor. 
Their quarrel began eight years ago. 
Mrs. Squires is a rather tall, masculine 
looking woman, with biue eyes and light bair, 
and well past the 40-year mark. She is pleas- 
antin manner. She said last night that she 
regretted sincerely that she had been dragged 
into the affair, but she would keep strictly to 
the truth. She was introduced to Mr. Millen 
by acousin of hers. Afterwards she met him 
in Brooklyn, and he walked home with her. 
He had behaved in an ungentlemanly manner, 
and she had asked him to leave the house. He 
repeated the call afterwards, she understood, 
witha view of apologizing, but she did not 
see him. She was willing to tell the ministers 
ull about the case. Had the minister attempted 
to kiss her? Oh, no, she said, he did not 
do that. Mr. Millen was loth to talk last 
night of the phase that matters had taken, but 
admitted that he had received a copy of the 
charges. He would meet them fairly and 
would show the falsity of the statements made 
against him. As to Mrs. Squires, he had not 
been guilty of any improper conduct. He had 
no wish to apologize to her as he did nothing 
requiring one. e had met Mrs. Squires only 
once ortwice. She was a woman who would 
have resented any improper action. His call 
at her house yesterday was made simply be- 
cause he heard she was concerned in the 
charges against him. He had written tothe 
presiding elder asking for a speedy investiga- 
tion.

JOHN HOLLINGSHEAD. 


The Veteran Journalist and Manager 
Getting Ready to Return Home. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New Lokk, August 2.—A carriage which 
rolled about New York yesterday, stopped at 
the entrances of all the principal theaters and 
places of amusement, including Madison 
Square Garden, while two stout and ruddy 
gentlemen of English type went inside for an 
inspection of the building. They were John 
Hollingshead, the veteran journalist and 


theatrical manager of London, and W. J. 
Florence, the actor. Mr. Hollingshead has 
accomplished both the objects of his trip 
and will Sal Saturday for London. 
The first was to complete arrange- 
ments for taking Philippoteaux’s pano- 
ramic painting, ‘‘The Falls of Niagara,’’ 
to London, where a public exhibition of it will 
be undertaken by asyndicate of Englishmen, 
for whom Mr. Hollingshead is acting as man- 
ager. The amount subscribed for the enter- 
prise is some $50,000. The second object of his 
visit was to study American theater archi- 
tecture. The knowledge he has gained will be 
utilized for a construction of anew theater in 
London. Its general plan will be like that of 
McVicker’s Theater at Chicago, without side 
terraces. 

‘*You must modernize theater structures, 
said Mr. Hollingshead yesterday, just as 
everything else is modernized. You must 
meet the public wish. Thus, if the audience 
isnot satisfied with aplay it can go out and 
practice athletics climbing up and sliding 
down the iron stairs of the terrace. I have 
had a delightful time here and have seen some 
things the tourist don’t see. If he gets into a 
bar-room, a hotel and a theatre he thinks he 
has seen the country. I have felt the hospital- 
ity of your magnificent country, have been 
welcomed atthe ciubs and have seen some- 
thing of society in a charming way. The 
worst thing I have encountered is the mosqui- 
toes on Staten Isiand. They have left me a 
perfect sight, as you see. 

Mr. Hollingshead’s hands and face looked 
like a prize fighter’s. He will receive a dinner 
atthe Manhuttan Club on Thursday evening 
from Mr. Florence.

Both Cincinnati and 
Brooklyn are in favor of giving St. Louis not 
only what St. Louis demands, 
but actually deserves, and Presi- 
dent Von der Abe will certainly get 
what he wants. There is no denying the fact
